The 
creek is seven mileslong from mouth to 
source and is lined with campers. Near the 
head of the creek isa summer resort fre- 
quented by local picnic parties and is crodited 
with being one of the most beautiful spots in 
Central Wyoming. 

Just previous to the rush of water down the 
valley an eye witness says he noticed the 
cloud and it looked like a great hill suspend- 
A ed in the air with water running out of the 
small end. The cloud seemed to have burst 
close to the side of the mountain, as the 
north side of Garden Creek canyon is washed 
clean of soil and trees. 

The first thiug the terrible flood reached 
was the pleasure resort at the head of Garden 
Creek. At this point all the buildings were 
crushed and swept away and the original site 
of the hotel at this point is buried beneath 
débris twenty or more feet deep. From here 
the water followed the course of the creek and 
| demolished everything in its path. Judging 
from water marks a volume of water forty 
feet high and thirty rods wide must have 
passed a narrew defile two miles from the 
‘moyntain proper. 

Without warning this great flood of water 
in its rush down the side of the mountain 
found many pers up and down the creek, 
either sleeping or just about ready to retire 
for the night. S. Newby and his family had 
retired for the night, when all at once they 
were surrounded with water, and a race for 
life commenced, Newby says he heard his 
wife scream for help. He grabbed for her 
but missed, andin the next second he was 
being carried on bya great rush of water. 
That was the last he saw of his wife 
and ba dy. Newby grabbed the limbs of a 
floating tree and after floating about forty 
rods was thrown on a bank. Mrs. Newby 
was found this morning beneath a pile of 
débris twenty feet high. The boy hae not 
been found. Newby came to this place last 
spring from Longmont, Colo., and is en- 
gagea on the forwarding of freight. His 
wagon outfit is completely ruined. 

Near the Newby camp was camped Samuel 
Harrison, lately of Alliance, Neb. Harri- 
son’s two children were caught in the great 
flood and carried away. The bodies of the 
children were recovered this mornmg. One 
of the children wasa boy 12 years old and 
the other a girl 16.

YELLOW FEVEK IN SANTIAGO. 


Alarming Increase of the Death Kate from 
All Causes. + 7 

New York, July 31.—({Special.}]—A letter 
from Santiago was received at Cuban revo- 
lutionary headquarters in New York today 
which reports that the mortality in that 
city has increased at an alarming rate. 
There were 609 deaths from various diseases 
in the last month, eighty-two being from 
yellow fever. Although the officials have 
tried to suppress the fact, it is known that 
two-thirds of those who fell victims to dis- 
ease were Spanish soldiers. The letter also 


says that there was the greatest excitement 


in Santiago, as José Maceo, with nearly

Effort to Make Treaty of Shimoneseki Inter- 
dependent Questions, 

St. Petensburg, July 31.—Strenuous ef- 
forts are being made by the Japanese for- 
eign office to have the execution of the 
treaty of Shimonoseki and the evacuation of 
the Liao-Tung Peninsula regarded as inter- 
dependent questions, evidently with the in- 
tention of retarding as far as possible the 
withdrawal of Japan’s forces from the pe- 
ninsula. ä ;

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PAT’S NERVE IS GONE. 


QUINLAN 18 WORKIED BY THE 
STORY OF HATOE. 


When Told of Allen's Offer=Convict 
Allen Now Says He Is Not Hatch—Says 
Minnie Williams Is AliveeHas Heard 
from Her Recently=This Story Is Dis- 
credited=No Startling Developments 
Yesterday, 

It now seems to be only a question of prece- 
dencé as to who will tell the story which will 
convict H. H. Holmes of the murder of half a 
dozen or more people, Another searching 
cross-examination of Pat Quinlan yesterday 
based on the information furnished by the 
Arkansas Convict leads the police to believe 
that Pat is on the point of breaking down and 
telling allehe knows, 

The man Allen, who, according to Attorney 
Capp, is Hatch, now denies bis identity with 
that much sought for individual. He ac- 


> knowledges, however, that he did pass under 


the name of Mascot. He practicaily con- 
traverts every statement made by Attorney 
Capp. He says Minnie Williams is alive and 
asserts he has heard from her recently. He 
also says he will never testify against Holmes 
in a criminal case. | 

However, when it was suggested to him 
Quinlan might turn State’s evidence and 
hang him (Allen), as well as Holmes, he be- 
trayed great excitement. 

The police investigators are disposed to 
bide their time and let the spirit move who- 
ever it pleases first. They believe that either 
one of them can gtve all the evidence needed 
to coavict Holmes of the crimes of which he 
is suspected. 

The investigation started again early yes- 
terday morning at the Harrison Street Sta- 
tion, where Quinlan and his wife are de- 
tained. Chief Badenoch, Inspector Fitz- 
patrick, and Attorney Capp arrived at the 
station about 9 o’clock and at once sent to 
the annex for Mra. Quinlan. - She was told of 
the proposition made by Allen, alias Hatch. 
Though she shewed that this announcement 
caused her intense anxiety she persisted io her 
former statements that she knew of no crimi- 
nal acts on ghe part of Holmes. Toward the 
lust her feelings got the better of ber and she 
broke down and wept bitterly. She was sent 
back to her cell and her husband was brought 
in before the inquisitors. 


Hatch Story Unnerves Quinlan. 


The announcement of the discovery of 
Allen and his identity with Hatch, together 
with the proposition which he has made to 
the civil authorities of Cook * came 
upon Quinlan like a thunderbolt. For the 
first time since he has been uader the fire of 
investigation he lost his nerve and cried like 
a child. He seemed to have lost all idea of 
everything in the way of answers except to 
repeat over and over again that he was inno- 
cent of any knowledge of murderous acts on 
the part of Holmes. His interrogators were 
not to be thrown off from their purpose by 
any show of feeling on Pat's part, however. 
They plied him vigorously wtth questions 
suggested by Allen’s partia: confession and 
by remarks which Quinlan had from time to 
time inadvertently iet fall in previous exam- 
inations. The man at times seemed to be 
dumfounded at the knowledge in the hands 
of the police. 

When the police officials came out of Capt. 
Koch’s office where the investigation was con- 
ducted Chief Badenoch said: 1 have just 
left Quinlan in tears. I think it ie now only 
a question of time before he tells u- all he 
knows about the Holmes case. The Chief 
said further that while Quinlan hag given few 
additional facts beyond what he already 
told those facts were important and he could 
not make them public at present. Quiulan 
told them that he had been employed by Allen 
in the first instance. This was at the Engle- 
wood castle before he had ever met with 
Holmes. Alien took him to Fort Worth, Tex., 
where he for the first time met with Holmes, 
who was going under the name of Pratt, and 
with Pitzel, who was inasquerading under the

Chief Badenoch Is Puzzled. : 


In reviewing his impressions of the Quin- 
ans Chief Badenoch said last night he waa 
somewhat at a logs to know what to make of 
them. On the one hand he found Quinlan 
acting in the capacity of a mere laborer, get- 
ting $1.50 a day, and could not believe that 
‘under those circumstances so shrewda man 
as Holmes would let his employés into his 
criminal secrets, But again he would learn 
of the Quinlans and Holmes being on inti- 
mate social rélations; the Quinlaps visiting 
Holmes’ family at Wilmette and Holmes pay- 
ing social visits to Quinlan’s reiatives in 
Michigan. But after summing the whole 
matter up he was of the opinion still that 
Quinlan has guilty knowledge of Holmes’ 
wrongdoings and that his apprehension for 
his own safety will eventuaily lead him to 
‘disclose all he kno wa. 

Regarding the convict Allen he said he was 
willing to let him quit for awhile, believing 
that he is much more anxious to make a con- 
fession than the Cook County authorities are 
to receive it. Between the, two the investi- 
gators feel very sure of getting evidence 
which will bring Helmes to book for his 
crimes, It is understood that all the prelim- 
inary arrangements have been made to secure 
a parule for Allen from the Governor of Ar- 
kansas in case it is decided his evidence will 
be needed to reach Holmes, Inthe mean- 
time Allen will be given to understand that 
no effort whatever will be made to bring him 
here and ultimately secure his release unless 
he outlines in detail the evidence which he is 
prepared to give. The Little Rock Peniten- 
tiary has a nationai reputation among crooks 
as being a most unmviti place of settle- 
ment, and upon this fact Chicago author- 
. ities rely in their belief that Allen will not be 
long in coming to their terms, 

Attorney Capp also said he should not pay 
any more attention to Allen's proposition for 
the present, but would follow the suggestion 
of the police officials to let the next overtures 
come from Allen. Mr. Capp, however, is 
busily engaged in working up certain matters 
here, clews to which were received from 
Allen in his partial confession made to Mr. 
Capp’s law partner at the penitentiary in 
Littie Rock.

were surprised by the discovery that the mixt- 
ure gave off a vapor which was found to be 
cape ble of causing almost instantaneous death,

Upon this discovery further tests were in- 


dulged in, three of the distillations of crude 
petroleum being added to as many samples 


of the oil. The first tried was benzine. This 
was found to ‘give off a vapor that would 
cause death very rapidly. Gasoline 
same effect, but was a little slower in action. 
Common kerosene was then trie and it was 
found the mixture gave off a gas that in a 
small room would cause death ina few min- 
utes by suffocation as well as paralysis in part 
of the nervous system. 

Here the tests at that time ended, but latter 
in the day it was found necessary to examine 
the oil under a large magnifymg glass. While 
doing so the expert got some of oil on his 
hand and later placed two of his fingers on 
an iron plate in the laboratory. A short time 
afterwards he noticed that the marks of his 
fingers were destinctly visible on the iron and 
all efforts to rub it off were futile. A test for 
acid in the oil was than made but without re- 
sult, as no trace could be found. A finer test 
on this point is to be applied. 

This discovery will clear away a good deal 
of surmise on the part of the police, as the 
theory advanced by the expert is that Hoimes 
gota small quantity of this oil ina bowl, 
added either petroleum, beazine, gaso‘ine, 
or even common kerosene to it and placed it 
in the vault, 

A deadly gas would be given off immediate- 
ly, and all Holmes had to do was to lure his 
victim into the trap and then shut the door. 
Death would soon result. The explanation of 
the footprint on the iron of the door is that 
one of the alleged victims in her struggies 
upset the bowl of oil and placed her foot in 
the liquid which,had run over the floor and 
then in her struggies placed her foot against 

door, leaving the tell-tale mark. 

In addition to the other tests an effort will 
be made today to see if the vapor given 
by the liquids wili burn, in order to see if 
oil was u part of Holmes’ gas-making ma- 
chine. This was not done yesterday, as it 

feared that the vapor might be highly ex- 
ploslve, and precautions to prevent a catas- 
trophe were taken. »

About His Connection with the “ Arch 
Fiend” and His PlanseThere Is an 
Idea Afoot that Arnold Mary .Know 
More than He Is ‘Willing to Own or 
Tries to Create This Idea. * a 
Minneapolis, Minn., July 31.— Special.! — 
** Two hundred dollars, sir.“ is the cash value 
placed by C. W. Arnold, insurance agent, on 
his knowledge of the career of Holmes. 


Arnold was asked point blank today as to 
his holding shares in the companies organized 
by Holmes for various purposes. Said he: I 
am not going to say a word for any Chicago 
paper. If you like to pay me $2001 will 
write out what I know and hand it to you and 
the Minneapolis papers shall publish it at the 
same time. I will dictate it myself to a ste- 
nographer, but 1 tell you beforehand that I do 
not think it is worth a cent to you, as I had 
no knowledge of any crimes. Holmes used 
my namein those companies without my 
knowledge or authority.” In the same 
breath he added: I never invested a cent in 
any of his companies and certainly had no 
knowledge of any of his swindli opera- 
tions. I never went up-stairs in his house or 
buildmg. L never saw a stenographer or 
typewriter there. There was no handsome 
blonde typewriter there so far as I Saw. I 
knew nothing of his vate or furnaces,’ I 
never saw them. I never saw, met, or knew 
Emiline Cigrand,Mrs. Conner, or her daughter, 
Mrs, Lee, Minnie Williams or her sister, nor 
Emily von Tassel. I never insured any of 
these people for Holmes or at Holmes’ sug: 
A estion. All I can say is as to my personal 

ealings with and friendship for Holmes, and 
Iam out for the stuff and intend to get it 
before I say anything. Two hundred dollars 
is my price, sir. You put up the money and 
I will write you a story of dozens of extraor- 
dinary facts about Holmes, but I won't talk 
to reporters—I’m busy. There is a good 
market for this kind of stuff. Why, 
several novelists have already approached me 
- | and offered me large sums to tell what I know 
of Holmes for publication in book form, I 
am wanting the money and can use it in my 
business, and I shall not talk, I tell you, un- 
less I get it.“ |

to insurances effected by him for Holmes or 
, | at Holmes’ instigation and claimed that he 
insured Holmes by three separate policies for 
$5,000 each, which policies Holmes neglected 
to pay for or take up. Arnold admits insur- 
ing Pitzel for $2,000, but claims that this 
policy lapsed and long before Pitzel met his 
eod. When asked for particulars as to insur- 
ance companies for whom he worked in Chi- 
cago, Arnold denied positively having worked 
for the Mutual Life of Philadelphia, the 
Northwestern, or the Vermont, and in the 
same breath refused to say what companies 
he worked for. 

When questioned closely as to his dealings 
with Holmes he claims that his acquaintance 
was purely a passing friendship, though he 
might have acted as witness to various legal 
documents. As to the nature of these he es- 
sayed to be very mysterious and point blank 
asked for pecuniary compensation for divulg- 
ing. He absolutely denies that he was out 
from 11 p. m. until 34 m. on any occasion 
attesting legal documents for Holmes and cuit 
short the interview by suying that he wouid 
talk no more until $200 was forthcoming for 
his information. This amount seemed sub- 
sequently insufficient, as haifan hour after- 
ward his office was deserted, a note being laid 
on his table that he had nothing to say for 
publication in any Chicago newspaper. 


TO GIVE UP SEARCH FOR THE BOY. 


Detective Geyer Says He Is. Ready to Re- 
turn to Philadelphia. 
Indianapolis, Ind., July 31.—[Speciaf. ]— 
Detective Geyer today was about ready to 
give up his search in Indianapolis for a clew 
to the missing Howard Pitzel, whom Holmes 
is suspected of having murdered in this city. 
Geyer has now been hunting for Holmes’ 
house here for a week without success. While 
here he has uncovered many little things 
against the swindler that would be available 
for evidence of his crooked dealings, but has 
found nothing to fasten on him the murder 
of the Pitzel boy beyond the fact that the boy 
was traced here with Holmes and was dever 
seen afterward. Geyersays that he expects 
to be recalled to Philadelphia soon and if the 
body of Howard Pitzel is found it will be be- 
cause Holmes weakens enough to inform the 
officers what disposition was made of him. 


MRS. HOLMES IN CRITICAL CONDITION, 


Strain Too Much for the Wife of the 
* Murderer.

HAD A DEATH TRAP IN FORT WORTH. 


Holmes Planned a Structure There Like the 
“Castle” in Chicago. 

Fort Worth, Tex., July 31.—While Holmes, 
or Pratt, as he was known here, was livin 
in this city he started to put up a larg 
building. It was objected to on the ground 
that it was a regular firetrap, and the au- 
thorities forced him to remodel it somewhat. 
In view of the recent developments in Chi- 
cago the authorities have made an investi- 
gation of the building, which leaves no room 
for doubt that Holmes had planned it fora 
death-trap. One room at the top of the. 
4 house has twelve exits by which a person 
can escape, while an inclosed chute runs 
down to the basement of the huilding in 
which a body could be transferred without 
any one being the wiser. In this basement 
a large archway had been built over the 
sewer in such a way that he could easily put 
a trap door opening into the sewer. Under 
the floor of the house was found a large pit, 
the intended use of which can only be con-

Detectives Norton 
and Fitzpatrick found. several boarding 
places of the young women and traced them 
up to May, 1893. At that time they were 
living, it ie said, at the home of Mrs. Moss, at 
No. 613 Sixty-fifth street. This Mrs. Moss 
denies and says her boarder at that time was 
Emmeline Cigrand who is said to have disap. 
peared in Decem oer, 1892. 

Letter-carrier Mott on that route in that 
year says he delivered Minnie Williams’ mail 
to her at that house despite the assertions of 
Mrs. Moss to the contrary. Letter-carrier 
Mott is said at that time to have been the fast 
friend of Minnie Williams and in that con- 
nection the police will interview him tomor- 
row.

when the session was called. 

The Republican majority cannot do a wiser 
thing than to act on that most sensible ad- 
vice—finish up its business next week at the 
farthest and adjourn. The expenses of the 
extra session are large enough already. 
To add to them will be to increase the dif- 
ficulties under which the State Treasury 
will labor next year on account of the mal- 
administration of the last General Assem- 
bly. 

If the Legislature attends to the three sub- 
jects mentioned by Chairman Tanner and 
declines to act on the others, because it does 
not think immediate legislation is demand- 
ed, and if the Governor thereupon calls an- 
other extra session, requiring the expendi- 
ture of still more money, the voters will 
array themselves on the side of the Gen- 
eral Assembly and not on that of Altgeld. 
They know that the law-making branch of 
the government has discretionary powers 
and cannot be coerced by the Governor into 
passing laws when it does not think they 
are needed. The Republicans need not be 
alarmed as to the outcome of a contest 
fought on that issue. 

The great question next year as far as 
State politics is concerned will be the de- 
plorable condition of State finances brought 
about by Democratic mismanagement. Be- 
tween now and July of next year about 
four and a half millions ought to be dis- 
bursed, but the State Treasurer will have 
only about two millions in his hands. There 
will be a deficiency of two and a half mili- 
ions, due solely to the failure of the last 
Democratic General Assembly to provide 
revenue to meet the appropriations it made, 
und to the failure of Altgeld to call its mem- 
bers together in special session to make 
good their omissions. 

This Republican General Assembly can do 
nothing to supply revenue which its prede- 
cessor failed to supply. No law which it 
can. pass will be of the least service. But 
it can. avoid making that deficiency greater 
by holding a protracted session, during 
which it does nothing but spend money. 
When Republican speakers next fall are 
dwelling on Democratic: extravagance it 
will not be agreeable to have voters break 
in with the question why it was that the 
present Legislature spent so much money 
when it knew there was to be a scarcity of 
funds, 

The Legislature ought to adjourn and not 
stay at Springfield to play into the hands 
of Altgeld and the Democrats. It should 
pass three bills and then quit.

It is the com- 
“mercial consensus of mankind that fixes 
the value of money—namely: its buying or 
exchanging power. Harvey recognizes this 
fact in making his proposition to recoln 
gold money at a difference in weight of the 
coin, so as to make it correspond in purchas- 
ing power with the depreciating silver dol- 
lar as the latter varies and sinks Sonn 
lower and lower towards zero. 

A really scientific bimetallism’’ would be 
one under which the gold dollar was the 
standard unit for legal tender payments, 
and silver was a legal tender at its commer- 
cial value as measured in terms of gold. 


tity of silver could be made a legal tender 
for an amount equal to the sum of gold that 
could be bought with it, the dollar unit al- 
ways being reckoned at the same weight and 
fineness of gold as now.

THE EIGHTEENTH CONGRESSIONAL DIs- 
TRICT. 

Chairman Hinrichsen announces that the 
Democrats will make the fight in the Eight- 
eenth Congressional District on the free 
silver issue. There is no reason to doubt his 
statement. It is possible that a majority of 
the Democrats in the district are for 50-cent 
dollars, but even if that is not the case the 
Hinrichsen-Altgeld machine is in full con- 
trol and can nominate whomsoever it 
pleases. 

But if a free coinage man is nominated the 
honest mohey Democrats will not submit. 
They will make the fight they did not make 
last time wher the Altgeld-Hinrichsen con- 
vention was called to repudiate the Demo- 
cratic National platform. They are more 
courageous now than they were then. Sen- 
ator Palmer says: 

A hard money [honest money] Democrat will be 
run for Congress by the Democratic party in the 
Eighteenth Congressional District in the State of 
Illinois to fill the vacancy caused by the death of 
Mr. Remann. He will be supported by the Na- 
tional administration from one end of the road to 
the other. It will be my duty as well as my great 
pleasure to stump the district thoroughly in the 
interest of such a candidate. I shall make the best 
fight I know how under the circumstances. 

If the Senator sticks to his promise there 
will be a lively fight in the district, and the 
probabilities are that the honest money 
Democrat will get more votes than his rot- 
ten money competitor. It is good politics 
to have the contest within the party over the 
silver question begin now and not put it 
off till the State convention meets next 
spring. It the free silverites are whipped 
this fall in the Eighteenth District the effect 
will be to dishearten and demoralize them 
throughout the State. 

As forthe Republicans, they should accept 
unhesitatingly and gladly the issue Hin- 
richsen proposes to tender them. They 
should declare themselves in their platform 
as opposed to a financial policy which would 
be as injurious to the citizens of that district 
as to those of all other parts of the country. 
They should put themselves on record as 
opposed to the 50 per cent repudiation tied 
up with the 50-cent dollar of the free silver- 
ites. And then they should nominate a can- 
didate who is in hearty sympathy. with that 
platform. 

Of course the convention will declare also 
in favor of protection to American labor 
and industry, but a firm stand must be 
taken on the silver question also. If that 
is done the Republicans will elect their 
candidate, whether the Democrats are di- 
vided or are united on a rotten money nom- 
mee. Dodging may not win, but honesty 
will. 


MORE HIDEOUS CRIMES REVEALED. 

During the last ten days sevéral individ- 
uals, who while they were not Holm = 
complices were yet witnesses of his ghoulish 
performancés, have either become alive to 
the importance of what they saw or have 
gained courage enough to speak out. They 
used to see his rooms littered with human 
débris—such as feet, skulls, and incomplete 
skeletons—but refrained from saying a word 
about it. They may have thought it was just , 
a way he had of amusing himself. 

Now that they have made these disclos- 
ures and they have been printed in all the 
papers in the country, other individuals are 
beginning to relate remarkable instances of 
wholesale crime which have come under 
their observation during the last year or 
two. The Chief of Police of Cincinnati has 
just had the pleasure of listening to the 
story of a man who worked at a hotel in a 
small Illinois town. He became suspicious 
of the character of the house when he hap- 
pened to run across several skeletons in a 
box in the cellar. 

Those suspicions were increased when he 
unearthed a lot of bones while digging in 
the yard. His suspicions became convic- 
tions when he saw the landlord’s daughter 
putting arsenic, which was kept in the 
kitchen for that purpose, into the glass of a 
man who had a quantity of diamonds. He 
groaned all night and kept the relator of 
this story in a state of nervous excitement. 
Nevertheless he kept his job until he saw 
the proprietor’s wife going around at night 
with a .butcher knife searching for him. 
Then he decided it was best for him to leave. 
Still, as he did not wish to wound the feelings 
of his late employers, he said nothing to any 
one about their peculiarites. The revela- 
tions in the Holmes case; however, have 
caused him to conclude that he ought to talk 
out. 

This is only a beginning. Doubtless there 
are thousands of other cellars in which there 
are skeletons, and now the poeple who hap- 
pened incidentally to learn of their exist- 
ence there will converse about them. Con- 
science-stricken men will turn up in all 
parts of the United States and proceed to 
reveal horrible murders. All the mysterious :

REPEALING THE LIBEL LAW. 

At the last session the General Assembly 
passed a law providing that the plaintiff in 
a Übel suit against a newspaper shall re- 
cover only actual damages when the pub- 
lication is made in good faith and there 
are reaSdnable grounds for believing the 
statements are true, and when a retraction 
is published as soon as the falsity of the 
statement is discovered. The law provides 
also that no punitive damages shall be re- 
covered unless a plaintiff before bringing 
suit gives notice to the defendant to pub- 
lish a correction, and the latter fails to do 80. 

The members thought this an eminently 
just measure and it went through with very 
little opposition. In the House it received 
a eee large vote. Yet that same House 

passed yesterday, by a decisive majority, a 
bill to repeal a law which had met with its 
approval only a short time before. What 
has happened to provoke this display of in- 
consistency on the part of the House?

Certainly nothing can be more 
undignified than for the General Assembly 
to enact a law because it believed it just, and 
then repeal it because it was mad“ with 
those whom that jaw relieved from unjust 
discriminations, 

The passage of such a bill would be all the 
more silly because even if the Governor were 
to sign it it would not go into effect until 
July 1 next. During that period the people 
will see the new law working perfectly and 
injuring no one, If the old unjust law goes 
into force again a year hence they will think 
very poorly of the Legislature which was 
responsible therefor. 


THAT NEW YORK SEA SERPENT. 
The sea serpent has been more in evidence 


this season than usual, both in resorts that 
need him for advertising purposes and in 
other localities Where he could have been of 
no use for such purposes, andrwhere his al- 
leged presence must have been largely due 
to the imagination of those who go down to 
the sea in ships, that class of persons, as is 
well known, being more highly gifted in that 
direction than any other. He has been en- 
countered in midocean several times, and 
usually in a high state of indignati6n, as ev- 
idenced by tpe manner in which his eyes 
giared and his hugh bulk smote the seas. 
He has been a visitor at the seaside resorts 
with such regularity that bathing has large- 
ly ceased to be an entertainment. Long 
Island Sound seems to be one of his favorite 
haunts. Four residents of New London, who 
have never been known to tell a lie, make 
affidavit that they were out in a row- 
boat Monday night when they came across 
the sea serpent. It rose astern of their boat 
and to their consternation made for them. 
It seemed at first just a piece of seaweed, but 
when it raised its head and part of its body 
seven or eight feet out of the water they got 
out of the Way as quickly as possible. When 
it sank into the water it made a noise that 
was something like the noise of a whistle.”’ 
Capt. Hazard of one of the sound steamers 
swears that when his boat was about 
twelve miles east of New Haven he heard a 
great splashing in the water. He turned 
the searchlight upon the place and saw a 
hugh brown object low in the water moving 
eastward, It seemed to be about seventy 
feet long and it was alive. A foamy wake 
marked its track after it had passed.“ Sev- 
eral Christian EXndeavorers, who of course 


would not lie, affirm that they saw him, and 


they speak with fervor of his flery eyes 
and glowing scales,“ and Farmer Slackwell, 
who lives on that coast, confirms their re- 
port, for one morning he was astonished by 
what appeared to be a tremendous water- 
spout. Heelimbed a haystack and beheld a 
huge sea moister. But the sea serpent does 
not confine himself to salt water. He has 
been seen in the Ohio and Mississippi Rivers, 
in all the great lakes, and in nearly every 
inland lake that is big enough to have a sum- 
mer hotel not doing a very prosperous busi- 
ness. 

The sea serpent, Wa appears to be 
a much scattered animal. For a long time 
it was supposed that there was but one of 
him—a huge monster, the last of his clan, 
swimming “remote, alone, unfriended, mel- 
ancholy.“ but not always slow,“ the sur- 
viving remnant of the prehistoric creation, 
when all the beasts and vermin were colos- 
sal. Now it appears, however, that there 
are numerous of him, almost as many as 
there are victims of Holmes. He is every- 
where, from the middle of the ocean to the 
middle of Indiana ponds. Being so plentiful 
it is not surprising that at last he has been 
caught. He had been swimming through the 
Hast River on his way to some of the New 
Jersey coast resorts when he ran afoul ofa 
reef off Blackwell's Island. He was attacked 
by the guards and ignominiously surren- 


dered without a struggle and was dra vun 


ashore. The description given of him is as 


follows: 

The reptile stretched out on the grass was fully 
twenty-five feeet long and had very much the ap- 
pearance of a land snake.

The description reads all right, but before 
the public accepts this as a genuine sea 
serpent it should take several things into 
consideration. There is a dispute among 
the captors whether the serpent was alive 
or dead when taken. Qne set says they 
found him on the reef piteously begging 
them to get him off the reef and crying 
like a dog in trouble. Another says they had 
a terrible fight with him, that he snapped at 
them ferociously, that his green, slimy eyes 
were full of rage and hate, that his head was 
covered with blood, and his hair was stand- 
ing on end. Another says that he had an 
ancient fish-like smell and that the odor 
was so pronounced they had to hold their 
noses as they drew his inanimate body 
ashore. It will be observed that there is no 
agreement among the witnesses as . to the 
method of his capture. This is not remark- 
able. The sea serpent enever seen near 
shore either has been at a summer resort or 
he has been heading for one at so rapid a 
pace that he defied all efforts to capture 
him. Now, Blackwell's Island is not a sum- 
mer resort, at least it is not generally re- 
garded as such. Society does not flock 
there, and the coming woman would fly 
from it as she does from a mouse. It is fre- 
quented by people who go there involuntar- 
ily and who have been in the habit of see- 
ing snakes the most of their lives. It is not 
remarkable, therefore, that they should 
have seen a veritable monster on that 
‘jag-ged reef and not only imagine that they 
had him but that there was a school of sea 
serpents in the surrounding water.

EVANSTON has beaten the park proposition 
by a vote of 1,055 in the negative to 682 in 
the affirmative.

Writer in “Vogue” Points Out the In- 


fluences Which Tend to Make Women 
Independent — Matrimony Not Within 
Reach of Many of Them Owing to Pre- 
ponderance of Women in Centers of 
Civilization and the Growing Tendency 
of Men Not to Make Early Marriages. 


“A certain Bishop created something of a 


sensation lately by inveighing against 
the new woman to a class of 
young girl graduates. He, of course, 
repeated the thrashed-out platitudes as to 
woman’s proper sphere, and he also managed 
generally to display a surprising ignorance 


of present social and economic conditions 


and of the history of the relation of the 
sexes. Mrs. Julia Ward Howe, being inter- 
viewed as to the discourse, commented on 
this ignorance of the speaker, whereupon 
a conservative woman rushed indignantly 
into print and protested that she was weary 
of hearing the opponents of the new wom- 
an charged with ignorance,” writes a cor- 
respondent in Vogue. “She contended that 
the class she represented was quite as well 


“informed as those who held other theories 


regarding women. 

In spite of the lady’s disclaimer, however, 
it must be conceded by an unblased ob- 
server that the arguments against the 
emancipation of women are, and always 
have been, along the line of what is conven- 
tional, and not what is intelligent, or rea- 
sonable, or expedient. For example, the 
most cursory glance at the statistics of all 
divilized communities discloses, in the large 
preponderance of women, a state of affairs 
that makes matrimony an unattainable 
experience for many thousands of them— 
unless, indeed, we are to return to polyga- 
mous conditions. And yet, with this por- 
tentous fact staring them in the face, the 
conservatives seek to concentrate wom- 
an’s attention exclusively on the matri- 
monial point of view, and to circumscribe 
her activities and deny her opportunities to 
achieve a position for herself. 

“Such failures as self-supporting women 
make today are attributable to their hav- 
ing been trained to regard work as an ad 
interim affair between school and matri- 
mony. The marriage is deferred, or, in a 
certain percentage of cases, never offered. 
and in factory, shop, and professions there 
are disappointed women without ambitious 
interest in their work, who remain in poorly 
remunerated subordinate positions because 
of the pernicious dictrine, that to marry the 
least desirable of men is more honorabic 
than to labor hard and faithfully to attain 
success in the career of one’s choice. These 
dissatisfied failures, leading stunted lives, 
are to be met with by the score in the ranks 
of the workers. And as for society, is it 
possible to conceive a more unenviable lot 
than that of the spinster without serious 
aim in life? In a thousand ways she is 
made to feel the penalty of having missed 
her vocation. Net the least trying experience 
to a sensitive woman is a realization of the 
fact that not a man of her acquaintance, 
even the least eligible, but is convinced that 
she would say an eager, gratified ‘yes’ to 
his ‘Will you?’ Such attentions as she does 
receive are more likely than not to be 
stowed in the spirit of E 
bone. There is in fact under the consérva- 
tive’s régime no honored place in society for 
the spinster—she is a social hanger-on. A 
neither glorious nor agreeable pose. 

“Since a goodly proportion of the woman 
sex seem destined for spinsterhood, and 
since, also, there is no method of ascertain- 
ing at birth who will be chosen and who will 
be left, progressive people consider it only 
just to women to train the whole sex, with- 
out any reference to the ‘sphere’ idea, and 
to encourage all girls to be self-reliant, set- 
ting before them the incentives to work and 
to achieve that have inspired men to ‘ar- 
rive’ in art, science, commerce, and indus- 
try. If the conservatives would only bring 
themselves to investigate the facts of today, 
and not keep their faces — sO persis- 
tently toward conditions that the world has 
outgrown, they would realize that the girl 
of this age is confronted by problems that 
did not enter into the life of her maternal 
ancestors.. The preponderance of women in 
centers of civilization, the growing inclina- 
tion of well-to-do men to defer or decline 
matrimony, and the ease with which di- 
vorces are secured, all contribute to make a 
husband somewhat difficult to seeure and 
somewhat precarious as an investment. 
The changed economic conditions also com- 
pel the, girl, if her father is poor, to make 
her living outside of home. How shall the 
girl be trained so as to best meet these facts 
of life? 

“The Bishop and conservatives general- 
ly continue to insist on the wife-and-mother- 
only-vocation-for-woman theory which has 
worked so beautifully in the past that per- 
plexed people fell to speculating in books 
and in newspaper articles as to ‘what shall 
be done with our superfluous daughters?’ 
Imagine a human being stigmatized as ‘su- 
perfluous’ merely because some other hu- 
man being, no whit her superior, did not 
happen to feel a sex attraction for her! The 
Orientals, who denied woman a soul, could 
hardly have characterized her more con- 
temptuously. The best, then, that conser- 
vative people have been able to accomplish 
as a result of many centuries’ application of 
their theories of feminine education and 
aim in life is to develop a large and increas- 
ing number of ‘superfluous’ women—a 
rather sorry result. 

It is proposed by progressive people to so 
train girls that the powers hitherto wasted 
in sentimental yearnings and disappoint- 
ments shall be so directed as to enable their 
possessors to be if-poised, vigorous in 
mind and body, energetic workers, an honor 
to themselves and an inspiration to all who 
are brought under their influence. They 
may be wives and mothers, but they — 
not be in order to be useful and honored, 
and herein lies the difference between the 
old and the new view of woman’s vocation. 
Under the new order the superfluous woman 
is the criminal and the fool—types not re- 
etricted to the spinster class.“

OUTSIDE GROCERS ORGANIZE, 


Unheralded Meeting of Wholesale Dealers 
at Milwaukee. 

Milwaukee, Wis., July 31.—[Special.]—The 
wholesale grocers outside of Chicago are 
attempting to form a combination which 
An 
unheralded meeting of wholesale grocers 
from Wisconsin, Michigan, Minnesota, and 
Iowa met in the rooms of the Merchants’ 
and Manufacturers’ Association yesterday 
and perfected an agreement that is calculat- 
ed to materially advance the interest of 


- wholesalers. 


Mr. Mendet stated that no action was 
taken that would in any way interfere with 
the public good.

Last October the as- 
sociation went to pieces owing to the action 
of some of the members in breaking the 
agreement with regard to the price of sugar. 
The association,. however, was reorganized 
this spring, but it is stated there has been 
an uneasy feeling owing to the fact that 
some of the wholesalers of the State were in- 
clined to shade the prices on one commod- 
ity, trusting to increased trade in other arti- 
cles.

HE SAYS HIS WIFE HAS RUINED HIM. 


Alexander von Landberg Surprises His 
Friends in Syracuse, N. Y. 


Syracuse, N. ., July 31.— [Special.] —This 
afternoon the weekly edition of the Syracuse 
Union, a German Republican paper, con 
tained a signed editorial by the former owner 
and editor, Alexander von Landberg. the 
most prominent German politician in Central 
New York. It was dated at Hoboken, N. J., 
and gave the first intimation to the public 
that ne had left for Germany and his native 
place. He left no accounts unpaid, but a 
bank deposit of about $6,000 for his wife 
and three small children. Mr. von Landberg 
was living with his second wife, to whom he 
was married six years ago. He separated 
from his first wife several years ago and she 
soon died heartbroken. In his editorial Mr. 
von Landberg says among other things: 

In the last six years I have been married I have 
not had a happy hour. During this time I couid 
not attend my lodges or associations nor save a 
moment to myself. Politically as weil as sociai- 
ly my wife ruined me entirely could not 
attend to my business. My wife never ate with 
me atthe table and never toid me what she 
bought cost her. I left Syracuse virtually with- 
out money. 1 left no debts whatever. I have bo- 
come despondent. I have tried to be an honor 
to my German fellowmen and [ think that I have 
‘succeeded. I think I shall bave better luck in 
my old days. 

Mr. von Landberg has been Internal Rev- 
enue Collector in this district, Canal Coilec- 
tor, and Schoo! Commissioner, He con- 
trolled in a great measure the large German 
vote in Syracuse. His wife refuses to make 
any statement. The newspaper is left to J. 
P. Pinzer, who has been foreman for twenty 
years.

Charter Was Refused, bat the Company 
Sold Out to Chicago Men and Continued 
te Do Business in Many Western States 


Sensational Testimony Brought Qut in | 


the Graveyard Life Insurance Frauds at 
Begufort—Paupers and Skeletons Taken 
as Fair Risks. 


Toledo? O., July 31.—[Special,]—The Lu- 
cas County Insurance company is no more. 
The State Insurance Commissioner has burst 
the bubble. Mr. Hahn first made the discov- 
ery that something was wrong by getting 
hold of a circular stating that the company 
was incorporated and had in addition to reg- 
ular securities a reserve fund of $50,000 in 
gilt-ege securities. : 

In February last Mr. Hahn was visited by 
five men, who asked a renewal.of the original 
charter granted a company by that name in 
1857. He refused the request, as the securi- 
ties presented were worthiess. Negotiations 
were then opened up with Chicago parties, 
and the result was that W. T. Myers, W. G. 
Myers, B. F. Culberson, and several oth- 
ers, the original owners of tne charter, sold 
the worthless document to a new company. 
Their method of transfer was unique. The 
Board of Directors would meet and one of 
them would resign and one of the new com- 
pany be chosen to fill his place. The total 
money consideration of he deal was $600, 

Without a charter and without a dollar in 
money they commenced operations, doing 
their advertising in Michigan, New York, 
Florida, Missouri, and Illinois and carefully 
avoiding Ohio. They would write risks other 
companies would not touch at 12 per cent at 
a 3 and even a less per cent rate. Mr. Hahn 
finally corresponded with the company and 
arrangements were made for a meeting in this 
city.

PAUPER AND SKELETON INSURED.

Testimony in Beaufort Insurance Cases 
Bear Out First Reports. 

Atlantic Hotel, Morehead City, N. C., July 
31,—(Special. |—If the evidence for the pros- 
ecution in the life insurance swindling cases 
is not rebutted Arthur is proved to have been 
a pauper and almost a living skeleton. Fraud 
is proved by the evidence as it now stands, 
but as yet there is no proof of conspiracy. 

W. L. Arendell testified that Charles 
Arthur was a walking skeleton, and the near- 
etzt to a dead man he ever saw alive. The 
Justice said this did not show conspiracy, and 
further evidence was ruled out. 

Capt. Charles Springle of the naphtha launch 
Sadie testified that Charles R. Hassell asked 
bim to send Arthur over to Beaufort in his 
boat, and to tell Arthur that it would be 
money in his pocket if he came over to Beau- 
fort. Springle brought him back that night 
and put him out at the depot wharf. Before 
Arthur got up town he fell from exhaustion 
on the railroad track. and was picked up by a 
railroad hand just in time to prevent his being 
run over by the train. 

J. B. Arendeil,a notary public of More. 
head City, said that Arthur came before him 
not long before his death and made affidavit 
at the request of the agent of the Northwest- 
ern Insurance company of Minneapolis that 
he had never been examined for -insurance, 
that he had never applied for or authorized any 
one else to apply for insurance on his life, 
and so far as he knew there was no insurance 
on his life. Furthermore, that he felt he was 
not a fit subject for insurance and swore that 
anybody bad insurance on his life it wasa 

raud, 

Dr. A. J. Majntyre, a 282 physician 
and druggist of Morehead City, stated that he 
himself signed Arthur’s affidavit in his official 
capacity as Muyor of Morehead City. Meln- 
tyre had never personally prescribed for 
Arthur, but had as a matter of eharity given 
him medicines to alleviate his suffering. 

It is a matter of record that Arthur wasa 
pauper and received $2 a month trom the 
county fund, and that he was an object of 
charity for the citizens of Morehead City and 
Beaufort. Dr. L. W. Perkins, the last man 
arrested, is Mayor of Newport and ex-town 
constable of Morehead. City.

MAY INVESTIGATE THE BRIDEWELL. 


Committee of the Civic Federation Will. 
Consider Supt. Crawford's Report. 

A meeting of the Philanthropic committee 
of the Civic Federation has been ed for 
tomorrow night to consider the confhunica- 
tion and recom mendations of Supt. Crawford 
in relation to the bridewell. The manner in 
which young girls and boys committed for 
trivial offenses are placed in celle with hard- 
ened criminals has aroused public interest in 
the condition of the House of Corruption, as 
Supt. Crawford called it in his report, made 
to the Civic Federation at its meeting July 25. 

Some startling facts were given in Mr. 
Crawford’s paper. Justices of the Peace 
were blamed for many of the commitments, 
and Mr. Crawford said it seemed as if they 
only know one section of the laws and ordi- 
nances, that reiuting toa breach of the peace, 
for which in five years 37,778 persons were 
committed. 

One of the instances coming uader the 
notice of the Superintendent was this: A 
man 93 years old was sent to the House of 
Correction tne first time he was ever arrest-

San Francisco has suffered long from a scant 
water supply, and in a recent fire there the 
destruction was said to have been much greater 
than would have been the case had the water 
supply been all that was required. An agitation 
has been started by the insurance men there for 
an increase in the water supply and for larger 
mains so the pressure would be sufficient for fire 
purposes. The Olympic Salt Water company of 
San Francisco has been laying mains in the streets 
of the business portion of the city, and is now mak- 
ing a bid for the city patronage. While it is pro- 
posed to make a charge for water for fire purposes, 
no charge will be made for that used for sprink- 
ling purposes, and an effort is being made to se- 
cure a contract from the city. Unless this is ac- 
complished, there will have to be new mains laid 
in many of the streets of the city to provide the 
water necessary for fighting fires. Salt water has 
been used for fire fighting purposes, and i said 
to be superior to fresh water. The weight ot 
salt water is sixty-four pounds to the cubic foot, 
while that of fresh water is only sixty-two pounds. 
The density of the water does not allow it to 
evaporate so rapidly, and the salt in it prevents it 
from freezing, though there is little danger from 
that source in San Francisco. Salt water is used 
in seventeen English cities for fire and sprinkling 
purposes.

The „ made no contest, but when 
the demand was malle upon it sent a check with- 
out delay. The Massachusetts law is definite upon 
this matter and left the authorities no discretion 
after they had ascertained that the company had 
committed the offense. It says: 

For willfully making a false annual or other 
statement it is required by law to make an insur- 
ance company and the persons making oath to or 
subscribing the same shall severally be punished 
by fine of not less than $500 nor more than $5,000. 
Any person making oath to such false statement 
shall be deeemed guilty of the crime of perjury.’”’

such persons then certification shall be made in 
the order of general average as fixed on examina- 
tion, but regard may be liad to a request by an 
appointing o r tor preference to be given on- 
‘account of age, physical qualification, or resi- 
dence in the locality where the work is to be 
done. The persons thus certified shall thereupon 
be employed. 

(2.) Waiver of employment: An eligibie on any 
register in the labor service to whom employ- 
ment is tendered, who fails to report for — 
when called po must within ten days of suc 
failure presen Satisfactory to the com- 
mission in explanation of the same; otherwise 
his name will be dropped from the register. 

3.) — of laborers: On being laid 
off from service in any department an eligibie 
desiring further employment will return to the 
office of the commission with a card from the 
employing officer, stating the date and reason of 
being laid off, and whether tne services have 
been satisfactory, The names of all whose serv- 
ices are repor as satisfactory will be retained 
on tne register of eligibles for further certifica- 

on. 

(4.) Emergener employment: To prevent the 
stoppage of public business or to meet extraor- 
dinary exigencies the appointing officer may, 
with the appioval of the commission, make 4 
temporary employment without requisition upon 
the commission; provided, however, that in no 
case shail such temporary employment continue 
for more than sixty days, and 2 until regular 
emplobment can be made under these rules. No 
emp oyment of the same persen or of another to 
the same position at the end of such period shall 
be allowed under this rule. 


Rule XIX.—Promotion of Laborers. 


(J.) Method ot promotion: Promotion may be 
made from one rate of compensation to another 
in the same kind of employment. Preference in 
promotion shall be given to those-longest in the 
service who have been found faithful and efficient 
and who are qualified for such promotion. Hel 
ers may be promoted to journeymen ia the trade 
in which they are registered after four years’ 
service.in that trade, subject to the above restric- 
tions. If the register of cligibles of mechanics 
kept by the commission in any trade is oxhausted 
helpers who have shown the necessary capacity 
inthe trade in question may be promoted tu 
journeymen in that trade by the head of the de- 
partment under whom they are sorving. Such 
promotions shall depend ouly upon proficiency, 
industry, regularity of attendance, interest 
shown in the work, quality of work, and good 
conduct. § 

(2.) Promotion from labor to official service: 
Promotion may be made from the iabor service 
to the offieial service upon upplication and ex- 
amination in the same manner as provided for 
original entrance to the position sought. Credit 
will be given to such applicants for efficiency 
seniority white serving io the temporary or labor 
service, as provided in Rule VIII., Sec. 7.

BIG DAMAGE SUIT AGAINST CHICAGO. 


Inventor Stow Wants $3,000,000 for Use of 
His Cedar Block favement. 

Damages amounting to $3,000,000 are 
claimed from the City of Chicago by H. M. 
Stow, formerly of San Francisco but now of 
Chicago. The claim was filed Tuesday 
and is based upon an alleged infringement of 
patent by the city in using cedar block pave- 
ments without the permission of the patentee 
or the payment of royalty. 

In July, 1877, Stow was granted a patent 
for an Ynvention of-a wooden block street 
pavement, his description of the invention 
as recorded in the Patent Office reports read- 
ing as follows: 

A pavement for walks or drives composed 
of round and split blocks laid in juxtaposi- 
tion and in rows of nearly uniform areal sur- 
face upon a broad foundation, and tep- 
dressed with sand or an asphalt or concrete 
composition.” - 

The value of the new pavement was soon 
recognized, but the patent was not, and the 
present suit, although the first against this 
city, is not the first in defense of the patent. 
Elliott & Hopkins are the attorneys in charge 
of the suit. Mr. Elliott said yesterday con- 
cerning the case: 

“Mr. Stow got his patent in 1877. In 1879

[ONLY A FEW DEATHS. 


COOL WEATHER AND PURE MILK 
PROMOTE PUBLIO HEALTH. 


Report of Dr, F. W. Reilly, Assistant Com- 
missioner of Health, Shows a Great Re- 
duction Over Last Year of the Death 

Nate in ChicagomMuch Less Typhoid- 
Fever and Cholera Infantum=<—Tests of 
Milk Show an Improvement of About 
11 Per Cent Over Last Year, 

Dr. F. W. Reilly, Assistant Commissioner 

of Health, has compiled his report for July. 


The large death rate for the corresponding 


month last year has been greatiy reduced. 
Last year the chief factor in the number of 
deaths was sickness among infants owing to 
the extremely warm weather. During the 
last month the weather has been much cooler 


and the improvement in the milk supply for 


the city. has been such that the death rate 
among infants has been materially decreased. 
The report made by Dr. Reilly is as follows: 

There were 2,582 deaths from all causesin Chi- 
cago during the month of July, 1895, as com- 
pared with 2.780 in July, 1894. This isa re- 
duction of 14.5 per cent, or nearly one-seventh. 
and means a saving of life which, if continued 
throughout the year, would add 4,837 to the pop- 
uiation. It also means that ifthe same reduc- 
tion obtains forthe other eleven months of 
1805, the annual death pate will be only 18.04 per 
thousand of the estimated population of 1.600. 
000, as against 15.24 per thousand ofthe 1,567,- 
727 pulation of 1894.

The great reduction has been in the diseases of, 


infant and child life. Last year there were 1.788 
deaths of those under 5 years of age in the month 
of July. This year the number was 1,508, a ro- 
duction of 13 percent absolutely and of about 
15.5 per cent relatively. 

On the basis of the typhoid deaths in July the 
annual death rate from this disease will be 2.4 
per 10,000 ern as against 3.41 last 
year. This will bring Chicago up from the tenth 
to the fourth place in the scale of least death 
rates from this cause, Nawark, N. J., having had 
1.5, Brooklyn 1.52, and New York 1.7 per 10,000 
last year: 

The prevalence of cholera infantum has been 
especially favorably influenced by the cool 
weather of the month and also by the improved 
character of the milk supply. The results of the 
tests in the laboratory of .the alth Depart- 
ment show an average improvement of about 11 
per cent as compared with the tests of July, 
1804. The chief remaining difficulty with which 
the Bureau of Milk Inspection still bas to con- 
tend is the feeding of brewery grains to milch 
cows,

Illinois Central May Be Ordered to Lower 
Its Tracks. 

All negotiations looking to an agreement 
between the city and Iilinois Central rail- 
road company whereby the latter corpora- 
tion ahall depress. its tracks on the Lake- 
Front seem to have reached an unprofitable 
end. At least that is about the language in 
which Mayor Swift put it when speaking of 
the matter yesterday. . 

He said there appeared to be no possibility 
of coming to anything like a satisfactory un- 
derstanding and for that reason Commission- 
er Kent wrote the compaty a letter ordermg

without further delay. Work of removing 
the structure was commenced several weeks 
ago, but pending the track depressing nego- 
e an order was issued permitting it to 
stand. 

These negotiations fell through, it is sad. 
because the railroad company, in considera- 
tion for lowering its tracks, wanted the city 
to donate it an additional 100 feet of right of 
way along the entire lake front, from Ran- 
deiph street to Park row. But that was ask- 
ing more than the city could or would con- 
sent to give, and thereupon the whole matter 
was dropt ed. 

As things stand now it is quite probable 
Commissioner Kent will order all the streets 
on the Lake-Front opened across the tracks, 
Corporation Counsel Beale is preparing än 
opinion as to whether the city hasa right to 
open the streets. Commissioner Kent is of 
the belief it has. Ifthe company does not 
remove the uusightly viaduct then the city 
will take a hand.

He Gives $25,000 Towards Building the 
Halsted Street Bridge. 

Mayor Swift received a visit yesterday aft- 
ernoon from Charles T. Yerkes, the North 
Side street car magnate, which he said netted 
the city $25,000. Mr. Yerkes called to in- 
form the Mayor he would donate that sum 
towards ihe construction of a new bridge 
across the river at North Halsted street. This 
is the bridge about which Ald. Mann recently 
wrote a sharp letter to Commissioner Kent, 
Ex-City Engineer Artingstall had made an 
inspection, declared the bridge unsafe, and 
ordered it closed before making his report on 
it to the Commissioner, Since then the 
city has had reports made by two 
outside engineers, both of whom sustain 
Mr. Artingstall. Asa result it has been de- 
cided to build a new bridge. Such a strac- 
ture as the exigencies demand will cost, as es- 
timated, somewhere in the neighborhood of

The 
papers were filed at this time so that the suit 
might not be prevented on account of the 
statute of limitations. Damages can be col- 
lected in any case only for five years back, 
and the claim for $3,000,000 is based on the 
number of yards of pavement of the kind 
mentioned laid within the last five years by 
the city, the being calculated at 
the same rate yard as was collected in 
1879, when the first suits were brought 
against the infringing contractors. 'Stow’s 
claim to an invention is based upon the com- 
bination in a payement of round and split 
blocks, with a board foundation and a top 
dressing of l or some other suitable sub- 
stance.
